WASHINGTON, April 19.—The national
arbitration conference will hold a two days
sesglon in this clty the coming week. Be-
twesn 300 and 400 acceptances of the invita-
tions to attend the conference have been
recelved from governors of states, judges,
puhliciste, lawyers, leading business men,
ministers of religion, phllanthropists, eduo-
catora and other eminent cltizens. They
reprexent in all thirty-cight states. Tr iz
expected that ex-Senntor Edmunds of Ver-
mont will be the permanent president of the
conference. Among tie speakers of the first
day will be Hoen, John W. Foster of Wash-
ington, ex-secretary of stale; ex-Senotor Ed-
munds, Prealdent James B. Angell of the
Univeralty of Michigan: Mr. Edward Atkin-
son of Massacliusetts and Hon., Carl Schurz.
